WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP)— 


A plan to control prices by limit- 
ing profits is under government 
study today while wage stabiliz- 
ers pressed for their first major 
policy statement designed to free 
large blocs of wage-earners from 
the pay freeze of last week.

price mark-ups. Price Adminis- 
trator Michael V. DiSalle said the 
plan, under which sellers would 
have to peg prices at cost plus 
s fixed margin of profit, might 
be ordered by the end oi the 
sveek. 
The plan Mr. DiSalle said he is 


r:onsidering would limit profit 
margins all along the line from 
manufacturer to retailer. The 
Friday price order fixed ceilings 
at the highest level between Dec. 
19 and Jan. 25. Wages were 
sealed at Jan. 25 levels.

Wage Stabilization Board chair- 
man, Cyrus S. Ching, called ©n 
the public to "have patience". 


"So much more progress can

And Call Childless

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP) 


—The House armed services com- 
mittee called for testimony today 
from the Defense Department on 
suggestions to raise the draft age 
two years and draft married men 
under 26 who have no children. 


These were two possible alter- 


natives advanced by legislators 
in the House and Senate who are 
reluctant to approve a request 
that the draft age be dropped 
from 19 to 18. The Pentagon 
asks that this be part of a univer- 
sal military service and training 
bill to replace the present draft 
law. 


The Senate preparedness sub- 


committee hopes to wind up to- 
night its public hearings on 
UMST. They started Jan. 10. It 
scheduled 14 witnesses for the 
final session. 


Senator Johnson (D) of Texas, 


the subcommittee chairman, said 
the group will start closed-door 
sessions tomorrow to revise the 
measure and consider proposed 
amendments. 


Among these are two proposed 


by Mr. Johnson himself, to re- 
quire the drafting of non-veteran 
husbands in the 19-26 age group 
and a lowering of physical and 
mental standards for induction 
before any 18-year-old may be 
drafted. 


The House committee called 


Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Anna Rosenberg today to present 
pros and cons on men of 26 and 
27 years as a source of manpower 
for the armed forces. In earlier 
recommendations to Congress, the 
Defense Department has frowned 
on taking older men if it can 
get 18-year-plds. 


With Mrs. Rosenberg, the com- 


mittee called General Lewis B. 
Hershey, selective service direct- 
or, to recommend what to do 
about childless married men un- 
der 26. 


While the committee pondered 


extending the age limits on both 
ends, it eased the worries of 
veterans. 


'This committee is not going to

TF THE COUNT is correct, atomic blasts No. 


10 and No. 11 took place on the govern- 


ment's testing range north of Las Vegas, Nev., 
last week end. 


The Atomic Energy Commission, though giv- 


ing no details of what happened, has put into 
circulation the prediction that it was getting 
ready "to tickle the dragon's tail". That kind 
of catch phrase has no proper place in the mo- 
mentous research being carried on by the com- 
mission, but perhaps it conveys the Idea that 
atomic scientists also have misgivings about 
•what they are doing. 


The apparent purpose of the two latest ex- 


plosions was to test what can be done with 
nuclear fission in forms other than .heavy 
bombs. 


Significantly, no secret was made of the two 


explosions. 
Thousands of people in the Las 


Vegas area heard them, saw the flash from the 
greater one and are talking about them. Other 
governments and other peoples presumably will 
be impressed. 
In due time, the United States 


may hear of atomic explosion No. 12. It sug- 
gests a revival of ancient Chinese warfare, 
when the antagonist who made the louder 
noise was given credit for the victory. 


Can Sato Take It? 
TT MAY have been only a coincidence that 


-*• price and wage control machinery, which 
had been in construction off and on since early 
last fall, finally went into motion when large- 
scale belligerency suddenly ceased in Korea. 


But even if it was a coincidence, it high- 


lighted a problem inherent in wholesale mobil- 
ization for a war emergency which can be 
turned off and on at will by the Kremlin. The 
question is not whether the United States can 
mobilize effectually to light a war, but wheth- 
er the United States can mobilize to keep a 
war from happening. 


There is no end in sight for this kind of mo- 


bilization. If it should happen that all bellig- 
erency in Korea were to cease within the near 
future and no new fighting were to break out, 
the United States would have to follow through 
on the course set for itself: that is, it would 
have to make itself strong enough to be free 
of morbid misgivings about its weakness. 


This would not be easy to do in the absence 


of provocation from a potential enemy. 
It 


would be no easier, in fact, than it was after 
the end of World War II when military strength 
was sacrificed to the overwhelming impulse to 
be free of regulation and restrictions.

Not Ready 


T REMAINS to be seen whether the United 


States jumped the moral gun on its associ- 


ates in the United Nations when it rushed to 
the defense of a principle in Korea. 


There is still the possibility that other gov- 


ernments may realize the consequences of fail- 
ing to follow through in the first move ever 
made to prove to an aggressor that interna- 
tional law cannot be broken with impunity. 


But one thing has been proved beyond ques- 


tion. 
The United States jumped the military 


gun. 


The United Nations is not ready to prevent 


aggression with arms. 
It never can be ready 


until its members have made the military 
agreements called for in the U.N. charter and 
put them into effect. 


Under these agreements, each U.N. member 


would know in advance exactly what his com- 
mitment would be in the event of military ac- 
tion. 
A potential aggressor would' know in 


advance exactly how large a U.N. force he 


, would have to deal with at the outset and what 


its rate of growth would be. 


Academic Question 
TN A SEARCH for the meaning of isolationism 


as 
used 
in 
present-day 
discussion, 
the 


searcher runs into strange ideas. 


He discovers, for example, that there can be 


such a thing as mental "isolationism" existing 
side by side with that popular ism—interven- 
tionism. 


A mental isolationist keeps himself aloof 


from understanding the politics of other soci- 
eties while insisting on the privilege of inter- 
vening in their political affairs. 
He is like the 


northern reformer who wants to make over the 
Solid 
South 
without trying to 
understand 


southern problems. 


There is no room in his mind for any point 


of view other than the point of view which he 
happens to be promoting. This causes him to 
condemn out of hand everything which comes 
into conflict with his own interests, or what he 
believes to be his interests. 


Could it be that the real isolationists in the 


United States—the only real ones this country 
ever has developed—are the men and women 
who are insisting that all foreign peoples 
should think as they do about all things, up to 
and including the right to intervene in the 
foreigners' business? 


The question is academic. 
Any attempt to 


answer it would lead only Ho further misunder- 
standing of a term which has been used so 
carelessly it has been made useless.

The Church And Human Rights 


/CONTINUING THE discussion 
^ of the covenant on human 
rights which the United Nations 
seeks to perpetrate, I should like 
to quote John Locke's definition 
of a church: 


"A church then I take to be a 


voluntary society of men, joining 
themselves together of their own 
accord, in order to -the public 
worshipping of God, in such a 
manner as they judge acceptable 
to Him, and effectual to the sal- 
vation of their souls." 


The state is not included in this 


definition. John Locke probably 
influenced the founding fathers 
more than any single person. Jef- 
ferson, Madison and Mason were 
deeply steeped in Locke's phil- 
osophy. His concept of society be- 
came the basis for both.the Decla- 
ration of Independence and the 
Constitution. Thus, he said: 


"As the magistrate has no pow- 


er to impose by his laws, the use 
of any rites and ceremonies in 
any church, so neither has he any 
power to forbid the use of such 
rites and ceremonies as are al- 
ready 
received, approved and 


practiced by any church; because 
if he did so, he would destroy 
the church itself; the end of 
whose institution is only to wor- 
ship God with freedom, after its 
own manner." 


FURTHER, he says: "Thus if 


solemn assemblies, observations 
of festivals, public worship, be 
permitted to any one sort of pro- 
fessors; all these things ought to 
be permitted to; the Presbyterian's, 
independents, Anabaptists, Arm- 
inians, Quakers and others, with 
the same liberty. Nay if we may 
openly speak the truth, and as 
becomes one man to another, 
neither pagan nor Mahumetan, 
nor" Jew, ought to be excluded 
from the civil rights of the com- 
monwealth, because of his re- 
ligion. The gospel commands no 
such thing. . . . " 
' ' 


Out of such a concept of the 


relations of church and man and 
of the restraints placed upon the 
state developed the basic philoso- 
phy of American life which is sr> 
simply but firmly stated H the 
Declaration of Independence: 


"We hold these'• truths- to be 


self-evident, that all men are cre- 
ated equal, that they are endowed 
by their Creator with certain un- 
alienable rights, that among these 
are life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness." 


Jefferson, in his first draft, had 


used the adjectives "sacred and 
undeniable" to modify "these 
truths". 


The endowment by the Creator 


was of the significance to the 
founding fathers, as otherwise 
their whole political 
philosophy 


•would fall apart. For what, of 
necessity, impelled them was the 
basic assumption that it was not 
man or any institution devised by 
man "that provided these inalien- 
able rights, but that they descend- 
ed supernaturally from God. 


Now compare all this with the 


curiously-worded clause . In the 
covenant on human rights: 


"Freedom to manifest one's re- 


ligion or beliefs shall be subject 
only to such limitations as are 
pursuant to law and are reason- 
able • and necessary 
to protect 


public safety, order, health, or 
morals or the fundamental rights 
and freedoms of others." 


AS A matter of fact; this clause 


is a modification, a limitation of 
the freedom of religion which 
has been a characteristic of bur 
system of life since the earliest 
days upon this continent. 


Under it, any government of- 


ficial could apply all sorts of re- 
strictions upon the conscience of 
men. He could find, if he wished, 
some excuse for limiting the ex- 
pression of religious faith. It has 
been done before. 


The trouble- with all this is not 


that a commission of the United 
Nations met for a long time, ar- 
gued, compromised arid finally 
passed a draft which the member 
nations must ratify before it af- 
fects anybody. 


Our difficulty is that once the 


Senate ratifies this treaty, it be- 
comes the law of the land, even 
amending the Constitution. Do we 
wish to delegate to the United 
Nations the power to legislate for 
us? 


Freedom is a delicate instru- 


ment that must be 
vigilantly 


guarded. It is possible to lose all 
our freedoms through careless- 
ness, even" by default. It is when 
we do not know what we are do- 
ing that we achieve the greatest 
harm. 


The United Nations is legislat- 


ing for the United States. Under 
our Constitution, only Congress 
can legislate for Americans. But 
the U.N. does legislate by means 
of writing treaties triat are sup- 
ported by a huge propaganda for 
peace, which is actually unrelated 
to the subject. 


Unless the churches of this 


country study their position in 
this covenant on human rights, 
the politicians might ratify it and 
risk our liberties.

Scotland would remain a part 


of t h e United Kingdom, but 
would have her own parliament 
to deal with exclusively national 
questions.

would continue to send members 
to the London parliament and 
would recognize the rule of the 
king.

ment. 


This new drive for home rule

HE WHOLE attempt to control 
prices and wages is going to 


get more complicated, not less. 


And you may wind up badly 


puzzled unless you keep in mind 
a few of the basic things which 
form the background for what's 
going to happen. 


In the first place, the govern- 


ment didn't have any power to 
control prices and wages until 
Congress last September passed a 
law. 


This was called the Defense 


Production Act of 1950. It is not 
a simple law. It runs to 27 printed 
pages. Briefly, it did this. 


It gave the government power 


to control the flow of materials 
needed for defense and power to 
control prices and wages. 


That law is the starting point 


for all going's to happen. To 
carry it out, President Truman 
created the Office of Price Sta- 
bilization and the Wage Stabili- 
zation Board. 


In all they do those two agen- 


cies will have to be guided by 
the law. And like any other 
agency set up to carry out a law, 
they'll have to interpret it. 


IN DUE time, no doubt, ,some 


businessmen, or labor leaders, or 
congressmen or the public will 
start screaming about the O. P. S., 
the W. S. B. or the law itself. 


If the screams become intense, 


the law will have to be changed, 
or the O. P. S. or W. S. B. will 
have to change its way or its of- 
ficials who do the interpreting.

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Mountain Republic 
Hurt Economically 
In Blow To Budget 


ROME, Jan. 30 (AP)—An "in- 


visible" blockade by Italy is put- 
ting a serious kink in the erst- 
while sound economy of the tiny 
mountain republic of San Marino. 


The basic reason for the block- 


ade is that Italy's Christian Demo- 
crat government is not in sym- 
pathy with the 1,650-year-old re- 
' public's Communist - domina t e d i 
government. 


The reason the blockade works 


Is because tiny San Marino is one 
of the few states in the world 
wholly surrounded by another 
state. It perches on 38 square 
miies of mountain slope 11 mile's 
inland from the Adriatic Sea. Ev- 
ery direction its 12,000 inhabitants 
look is Italy. 


Up to now, San Marino's 60- 


member governing council has 
managed a balanced budget. San 
Marino has no public debt. Health 
services and similar benefits are 
socialized. A single "national bak- 
ery" bakes bread for the whole 
populace. 


Recently the problem of run- 


ning the little country became 
more difficult. Its budget began 
to go above the previous average 
of a million dollars a year total 
government costs. 


So the practical-minded San 


Marinese set aside some scruples 
normal to their quiet, unpreten- 
tious -way of life and put in a 
fancy casino to attract interna- 
tional gambling trade. That filled 
in the budget gap. 


But now the Italian blockade 


is affecting that as well. 


Tourists and goods alike are 


finding it harder every week to 
get into the state. 


Italian police jeeps and control 


points block the roads. There's 
no law or order against letting 
tourists or supplies across the San 
Marino border. But papers and 
documents and permits are de- 
manded. Then they have to be 
countersigned by officials -who 
aren't there at the moment. 


For tourists, it rans into a two- 


to-four-hour delay, and is dis- 
couraging. For supplies, the per- 
mits hold up truckloads by the 
day, until shippers figure it isn't 
worth trying to get through. 


It is hard for San Marino to 


find a basis for protest, because 
none of this control takes place 
on the San Marino-Italian fron- 
tier, nor even in sight of it. 


The roadblocks are five to 10 


miles away, in Italy. They just 
"happen" to cover all the roads 
that go on in the direction of the 
little mountain state. So far it's 
an impasse. 


One -Rome newspaper noted, 


however: "You can't eat forever 
out of the ice box." 


San Marino is far from self suf- 


ficient on supplies and foodstuffs. 
And she needs tourists to bring 
hard currencies into her casino. 


BRIDGE WITHOUT A KIVER. This nearly-completed bridge being constructed near Onawa, 


la., was designed originally to cross the Missouri River. Engineers figured that by building the 
bridge on land and diverting the river under the structure they could save several hundred thous- 
and dollars. Money for diverting the river, however, would require an appropriation of $2,950,000 
this year and a like amount next year. Representative Ben Jenson (R) of Iowa said that, the ap- 
propriations to complete the job will be pushed when the Missouri River appropriations come be- 
fore the House committee, but that national defense requirements may eliminate the river project.

TEAGU, Korea—This is where 


I came into the Korean war more 
than six months ago. And this is 
where I left it. 


You would think a man would 


be happy at the chance to go back 
to America after spending half a 
year in a land as sorry and un- 
happy as Korea. 


But the truth is I didn't want 


to go. I would rather stay and 
see how the campaign finally 
came out. 


The other correspondents came 


around and poured me a farewell 
drink and said: "You've been over 
here about as long as anybody. 
You ought to have got the hell 
out of here long ago. Nobody 
cares about this story back in 
the States anymore. Korea is get- 
ting to be back page news. The 
people at home are worrying 
about themselves—not about the 
Army over here." 


And my Army friends said: 
"You want to stay "on here? 


You're crazy. Boy, give me the 
chance to get back to old Uncle 
Sugar—just give me the chance." 


I appreciated their sympathy 


and I love them for the liars they 


were—beautiful, wonderful, loyal 
liars. But they didn't-fool me at 
all. Everyone wants to go home 
in war, but no man who is a man 
wants to leave his army while it 
is non-victorious. 


In two wars I had retreated 


with the American Army on three 
continents—at Kasserine Gap in 
Africa, at Spa in the Battle of the 
Belgian Bulge, at Seoul in Korea. 
In the retreats in Africa and 
Europe I had stayed with the 
American troops through the en- 
tire ordeal and still was with 
them when they counter-attacked 
and moved back to victory. 


This time there was no real 


prospect of a final victory. The 
best -that can be gained in Korea 
now is a bitter diplomatic com- 
promise. It was for this very rea- 
son that I hungered most to stay 
here. I didn't want to "bug out" 
on this shoestring army just be- 
cause it was caught fighting a 
war down a dead end street. 


But this has been the longest 


and saddest half year of my life 
[ had reached a point where I 
felt I no longer could do well the 
job that is mine—to tell the story 
of individual men in battle. It 
had all become gray monotony 
of the heart and mind and I had 
become so worn down with it 
that I no longer could write it. 


I could feel the suffering of 


"soldiers and civilian refugees. 1 
could share their dangers. But I 
no longer could come back and 
put those experiences into words 
I guess I came to identify myself 
too damn much with this Ameri- 
can Eighth Army I have learned 
to love. 
When a reporter no longer can 


write about what he sees, it is 
time that he pasture his spirit 
elsewhere for a time. And that 
is why I left for home, neither

The Actors Were Too Human 


A FTER WATCHING with considerable disquiet a dramatization of 
•A The Chasers, a story by John Collier, on The Billy Rose Show, 
I read one of Mr. Collier's other stories, Another American Tragedy. 
in an attempt to find out just -what went wrong on the television 
show. Mr. Collier, in case you're not familiar with his work, is a 
sardonic -writer who writes with 
delicate humor of the grimmest 
possible subjects. Clifton Fadiman 
once wrote of him that his "mind 
is subtle, working only in the un- 
expected, the wild and the light- 
ly diabolic". 


The Chasers is typical. It is a 


simple, vaguely medieval tale in 
modern dress, of a young man 
hopelessly in love with a girl who 
doesn't love him back. A contem- 
porary sorcerer 
contemptuously 


sells him a love potion for a dol- 
lar. It works only too well. 


Within six months he is back 


at the sorcerer's looking for some 
sort of potion that -will modify the 
woman's -wild infatuation for him. 
There is only one, the sorcerer 
tells him—poison, which he sells 
him for $1,000. 


THE ESSENCE of this tale is, 


of course, the divergence in price 
between (a) acquiring a lovely 
lovelorn lady, (b) getting rid of 
her. Somehow this moral — per- 
haps immoral would be the word 
— got lost in translation to tele- 
vision. 


The tone of Mr. Collier's writ- 


ing, his distinctive gift for wring 
ing humor out of an essentially 
tragic situation, was altogether 
bured under excessively litera 
acting and direction. I don't know 
that this was anyone's fault. Rea 
live human actors are just a little 
too real, too live and too human 
for Mr. Collier's macabre wit 


Perhaps an animated cartoon 


would be the answer to dramatiz- 
ing Mr. Collier if Mr. Collier ha 
to be dramatized. As it was, Th 
Chasers became just another storj 
with a twist which telegraphe 
itself a mile ahead, the sort o 
thing that is a dime a dozen on 
radio. 
I bring this up because there i 


a good deal of this on television 
these days. An excellent shor 
story or paper^does not necessari 
ly make an excellent short storj 
on television. Some stories ar 
inherently undramatizable; other 
lend themselves to drama only : 
done by experts and they don 
always get expert care. The prob 
lem of distinguishing the drama 
tizable from the undramatizabl 
has plagued the movie peopl
